Thatcher, on lower Grand avenue. 

• Grant bases his accusation against 
the Smoke Shop purely on the evi¬ 
dence of his ears and made no allega¬ 
tion that any percentage was being 
taken from the game by the manage¬ 
ment. Under the California laws this 
does not constitute any grounds for 
arrest or prosecution. 

Following is Grant’ss latest letter to 
the District Attorney:

Hon. Franklin Swart, District At¬ 
torney, San Mateo County, Redwood 
City, Calif.—My Dear Sir: 1 beg to 
call to your attention for purposes of 
investigation the Smoke House Pool¬ 
room in the city of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, county of San Mateo. 

It seems there is a little room in 
the rear of the poolroom where a 
game is played and money can be 
heard rattling while the game is on. 

In fact, I, myself, heard the 
money rattle, while the room was 
crowded with men, and it would 
seem there are places in San Mateo 
county besides the Northern and 
Villa Mateo clubs that are badly in 
need of official investigation.

Grant has achieved considerable 
reputation in the cities in which he 
has operated. It was mainly through 
his efforts that the city of Vallejo was 
cleaned up and finally went dry by 
order of Josephus Daniels, Secretary 
of the Navy.

COUNTYHOSPITAL 

WILL BE BUILT ON KENNETH 
O’GRADY PROPERTY IN BERES- 
FORD. 


The proposed new county hospital 
will bo built on the Kenneth O’Grady 
property in Beresford, one-half mile 
off the State highway on the road to 
the Fritz King place. That was the 
decision of the Board of Supervisors 
in session with the advisory hospital 
committee at Redwood City Monday 
morning. 

Rev. Walter H. Cambridge of San 
Mateo and Horace Nelson of Half¬ 
moon Bay were the advisory commit¬ 
tee members present. W. H. Coffin- 
berry, local banker, the third mem¬ 
ber, was unable to attend the meet¬ 
ing. 

Captain Wood C. Baker, County 
Physician, who is on a leave of ab¬ 
sence from military duty, was present 
and told the board members of his j 
visits to other hospitals in California 1 
and the methods used by the various | 
institutions. Dr. A. L. Offleld of Bur¬ 
lingame, who has been acting County 
Physician in Captain Baker's absence, 
was also at the meeting. 

According to County Surveyor 
George Kneese, who presented his 
plans and specifications to the board, 
the cost of obtaining water and piping j 
it to the new site would be about: 
$ 22 , 000 . 

Architect W. H. Toepke of San ] 
Mateo addressed the board on costs 
and told the supervisors that the 
site and construction of the' new hos-1 
pital would probably aggregate $125,- j 
000. This amount the board tenta- j 
tively discussed, with a view toward 
determining the manner of raising the 
money. Most of the members were 
in favor of a direct tax, in two in¬ 
stallments, half the amount being put 
on the tax budget the first year, the 
other half in the following year. 
Nothing definite was done about this 
point. 

In the afternoon the supervsors and 
the advisory committee visited the 
O’Grady property, consisting of about 
sixty acres, with a view toward se¬ 
lecting the ten or fifteen acres which 
will be bought for a hospital site.

RUMPUS FOLLOWS PROTEST OF 
TRUSTEE HEALY AGAINST PAS- 
SAGE OF SEWER ORDINANCE. 


At the regular meeting ef the Board 
of Trustees on Monday last, City 
Trustee Healy hotly prqtested that it 
was futile to pass the plumbing ordi¬ 
nance which had been re-introduced 
by Trustee Cunningham, following 
several alterations made in the pro¬ 
posed legislation by City Attorney 
Coleberd. Healy hotly declared that 
the city statute books were now clut¬ 
tered with ordinances which were not 
enforced. This brought a pertinent 
retort from Trustee Cunningham that 
the City Clerk’s records would show 
that Healy himself had voted in the 
affirmative for permits in violation of 
certain ordinances about the issuance 
of which Healy was complaining. 

When Trustee Healy unlimbered 
some of his fire about laundry wagons 
operating in the city without a license, 
he intimated that Chief of Police 
Conrad had cognizance of these mat¬ 
ters and by innuendo gave the sug¬ 
gestion that Conrad had a private 
arrangement with the driver. This 
drew the retort discourteous from 
Conrad, and hot words followed be¬ 
tween the Trustee and police officer, 
in which Conrad flatly declared Healy 
“was a liar” when he made such an 
accusation. 

Stormy accusations were fired at 
Healy by Uhl during the course of the 
meeting. Uhl was quieted by Conrad. 
It was one of the stormiest sessions 
the board has held in many weeks. 

The application of the Steel Work¬ 
ers’ Union for permission to dance 
until 4 a. m. at their annual ball was 
granted upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham.

Victory Liberty Loan quotas will not 
be affected by Thrift Stamp sales as 
planned by the Treasury Department 
the first of the year. It was announced 
last January by Lewis B. Franklin, 
director of war savings, that wherever 
Thrift Stamp quotas were exceeded 
the amount of oversubscription would 
be taken from the coming loan quota 
and that if the Thrift Stamp quotas 
were not reached the deficiency would 
be added to the loan quota. 

Governor James K. Lynch of the 
Federal Reserve Bank has just 
received a telegram from Washington 
advising that the plan to adjust Vic¬ 
tory Loan quotas in accordance with 
the sale of War Savings Stamps has 
been abandoned. The reason given 
was that some of the Federal Reserve 
Districts were not reapportioning 
Thrift Stamp quotas.

California Congressman Says 
People Must Cooperate 
With Government 


Congressman Julius Kahn of Cali¬ 
fornia, senior member of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the House, in a 
signed statement given out at Wash¬ 
ington, reviews briefly some of the 
problems confronting the government 
in post-war finance and urges the 
country to help congress hold down 
taxes. He said: 

“How is the United States going to 
pay her war debts which are now be¬ 
ginning to flood the nation's treasury? 
The outflow of public funds today is al¬ 
most on a par with the expenditures 
made while the war was raging. Al¬ 
though there are no more munitions or 
implements of war to be purchased, 
the engines of destruction which Amer¬ 
ican factories created to bring about 
the downfall of the imperial govern¬ 
ment of Germany have not all been 
paid for. Then there are the heavy 
expenditures incident to readjusting 
the world from a war to a peace basis. 

Reconstruction Cost Heavy. 

"It is no news to students of history 
to be told that the expenses of post¬ 
war reconstruction have always been 
as great and many times greater than 
the actual war outlay. Food must be 
shipped to our boys who are still on 
foreign soil. Money must be raised 
to further projects having to do with 
fitting these noble heroes of ours with 
suitable occupations. Those who have 
been maimed must not be made to 
come into competition with the sound. 

“Where is the money to come from? 
The people themselves, although they 
lent patriotic and wholehearted sup¬ 
port to the government’s war program 
and made unprecedented sacrifices, 
keenly felt the effect of the taxes im¬ 
posed in the revenue bill such as they 
had never faced before and would have 
not submitted to except in view of ex¬ 
traordinary circumstances. Now that 
the war is over we must find some 
way of raising money to finance the 
various necessary projects confronting 
the nation. 

People Must Cooperate. 

The people must cooperate, and they 
can cooperate without paying heavy 
taxes. They can continue to invest in 
War Savings Stamps, Liberty Bonds 
and other government securities, and 
help the government by helping them¬ 
selves. 

“The government offers its citizens a 
two-fold proposition, mutually helpful. 
Funds can be raised to help the gov¬ 
ernment meet its obligations, by the 
patriotic cooperation of the people, 
who are at the same time making as 
safe an investment as can be made 
in securities, backed by the most stable 
business on earth, that of Uncle Bam.” 


Pittsburg advices state that there 
is a gradual slowing down of opera¬ 
tions in the various plants there and 
the general run of the steel mills is 
about 65 per cent of normal capacity. 
Some plants have entirely closed 
down, due to lack of orders, and the 
number of idle men is gradually 
growing. At one small steel plant the 
management called the men together 
and placed the situation before them. 
He said if the men would agree to a 
25 per cent wage reduction the plant 
would keep in operation for a long 
time, but if they insisted on present 
wages being sustained the plant 
would have to suspend for an indefi¬ 
nite period. It is understood the men 
have called a meeting to vote on the 
question. The general opinion is that 
they will agree to the wage revision. 

In some quarters of the Pittsburg 
district there is evidence that some 
organized workers will make a stand 
for the present wage. This may mean 
labor disturbances at some of the 
mills. 

At a meeting of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Sheet Manufacturers there 
there was a general discussion of 
trade conditions, but no action of any 
kind Was taken. The demand for 
sheets was reported as fair, but mostly 
in small lots to meet current needs. 
The independent sheet mills are op¬ 
erating from 65 to 70 per cent of 
capacity while the American Sheet 
and Tin Plate Company reports its tin 
plate plants are running at about 95 
per cent capacity. 

The greater portion of the tin is 
being made into stock for use later 
when the makers of cans will come 
into the market. Much of this tin will 
be needed as soon as the pack is 
ready to can and the mills want to be 
ready to supply the demand which 
will be urgent when it comes. The 
official price of tin plate is $7.35 h 
base box, Pittsburg delivery, for the 
first half of this year. It is reported 
that a sale of 5000 base boxes of tin 
plate for the Dutch East Indies was 
made at the full domestic price and 
in competition with English makers. 

The mills manufacturing iron and 
steel pipe are operating at about 75 
per cent capacity, although National 
Tube Company mills are said to be 
operating at about 90 per cent. Most 
of the pipe is going into stock. In¬ 
quiry for line pipe for projected gas 
and oil lines still continues heavy. 
The report that there will be a 
marked reduction in prices about 
April 1 is not discussed by the tube 
makers. 

Foundry pig iron has been declining 
for the past week, though Bessemer 
and basic grades are practically un¬ 
changed. Standard Sanitary Manu¬ 
facturing Company bought 500 tons of 
Birmingham iron for March delivery 
to its Louisville plant at $28.25. This 
was cut price, as the previous quota¬ 
tion was $31. It is reported that some 
of the Valley furnaces have quoted as 
low as $28 on foundry iron against 
the recognized quoting price of $31, 
which is $3 under the last Govern¬ 
ment price.

It is the duty of all persons w r ho may 
know of children below this age who 
are working and who are not at 
school to report such parents to the 
authorities.

Washington.—For the first time in 
about two years, President Wilson 
consented to be interviewed by news¬ 
papermen in Washington, just before 
his return to Paris. The conference 
was held on the Senate side of the 
Capitol during one of the President’s 
visits there, in the hope of getting 
important legislation through the 
blockade of a Republican filibuster. 

The consent of the President to 
meet the correspondents created a 
furore in the press gallery. 

During his first term the President 
saw the correspondents once a week 
at least. 

The interview was formally re¬ 
quested through James D. Preston, 
representative of the Senate press 
gallery, but there were few among 
the correspondents who believed the 
maneuver would be successful. The 
waiting group was faily swept off its 
feet when the President suddenly sent 
out a cordial “come in.” 

The President relieved the tension 
with a laughing query: 

"Well, gentlemen, how do I look?” 

That broke the ice. The corre¬ 
spondents tumbled over themselves to 
talk.

Mr. Wilson carefully explained vari¬ 
ous points about the League of Na¬ 
tions, going over with the newspaper 
men much of the ground he had cov¬
